Hitherto this. operation has been 
rendered ‘dif cult and dangerous by

The danger has now been over- 
‘yome.- by providing. a vent in the 
hatch ‘cover “thrgigh which: the 
water ouitside’ can ‘enter, ‘thus 
equalising the. pressure’ and making 
it fairly eaay to raise the hatch.

Urgent Need for More 
fans Assistance. ‘ 


WORK OF THE AY: 


The hardship of poor Chinese 
children were vividly described 
by Mr. T. M. Hazlerigg’ to ‘Rotar-, 
jans at the weekly tiffin yester- 
day. 

| The Society, he said, was: es- 
tablished in’ January, 1980, its 
effective life really starting in| 
the following August, The most 
outstanding fact gleaned from 
the first year’s experience was 
the amount of poverty existing 
in the Colony for which there 
was no organised relief. - In 
some cases: the parents were 


found to be absolutely destitute, : 


and. in 40 cases the.‘ family {n- 
come worked out at under $2, sad 
per head. 

It was the policy of the Society 


‘| to! supply food. to families, and 


in-the.case of destitution, to try 
to make the parents self-support- 
ing... Endeavours were madé to 
find them employment; and in 
some cases hawkers’ licences were 
granted, together with a certain 
amount of stock. Destitute chil- 
dren without parents. were often 
placed in’ an institution where 
they could be educated. 


Medical Aid. ’ 
During the past year medical 


j attention had been ‘obtained: for 


children in 65 cases. . This was 
an important branch of the ‘So- 
ciety’s work, . 
things more difficult than to get 
Chinese parents amongst. the 


| poor to see that their children got 


proper medical attention.’ They 
had an entire abhorrence. and re- 
luctance about taking them to 
hospital. In many cases the par- 
ents would call at the . hospital 
within 24 hours, to remove their 
children. — 
‘Hospital’ Acecmmodation, 

Mr, Hazlerigg then Taised the 

question ‘of whether ‘there: was 
sufficient hospital accommodation 
in the Colony, for children. The 
1921 statistics . gave children of 
the age of ten years and under 
(Chinese only) as numbering 
64,000, and under the age of five 
years, 43,000. The death rate 
in the first year was stated ‘then 
to be 296 per tHousand. In June 
last the number of beds for chil- 
dren in the Colony worked out at 
only one to each 400, - 
' Deaths amongst children in. the 
Colony during the last two years 
were over 6,000 of those under‘one 
year old, Last year there was a 
further 2,600 who died under: the 
age of five years, . 

Mr.‘ Hazlerigg sald that ‘the 
Colony seemed to be faced with two. 
alternatives, in the case of. sick 
One was to provide first 
class. medical and hospital ‘service, 
and educate the parents to its value, 


and, possibly ,ultimately., compel |
